STATE OF MAINE WOR hee, 


To Clarence S. Sawyer, a Constable in the Town of 
Parsonsfield, GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town 
of Parsonsfield, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, 
to assemble at the town house in said town, on Monday, 
the ninth day of March, A. D. 1942, at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon to act on the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To hear and act on the report of the town offi- 
cers for the past year. 


Art. 4. To choose selectmen, assessors and overseers 
of the poor for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To choose a treasurer for the ensuing year. 


Art. 6. To choose a superintending school committee 
for the ensuing three years. 


Art. %. To choose a director of the Piper Free High 
School fund for three years. 


Art. 8. To choose road commissioners for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 9. To choose and establish the salary of the tax 
collector for the year 1942-43. 


Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to elect by ballot 
all other town officers. 


Art. 11. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for common schools.

Art. 12. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for school books and supplies. 


Art. 13. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for repairs of schoolhouses. 


Art. 14. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the repair of highways and 
bridges. 


Art. 15. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for a public health nurse. 


Art. 16. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the benefit of public libraries. 


Art. 17. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the support of poor. 


Art. 18. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for paying salaries of town 
officers. 


Art. 19. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to pay interest. 


Art. 20. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to pay insurance. 


Art. 21. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to pay miscellaneous bills. 


Art. 22. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the cutting of bushes on 
State, State aid and third class roads as provided in 
Chapter 28, Section 44, of the Revised Statutes of 1930. 


Art. 23. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the maintenance of State aid 
highways within the limits of the town under provisions 
of Chapter 28, Section 37, of the Revised Statutes of 1930. 
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Art. 24. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for State road maintenance. 


Art. 25. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the aid of Carroll S. West 
Post, American Legion, situated in said town. 


Art. 26. To see if the town will vote “yes” or “no” on 
the question of raising and appropriating money neces- 
sary to entitle the town to State aid, as provided in Sec- 
tion 20, Chapter 28, Revised Statutes of 1930. 


Art. 27. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for State aid road construction, 
in addition to the amounts regularly raised for the care of 
ways, highways and bridges, under provisions of Section 
19, Revised Statutes of 1930, or under provisions of Sec- . 
tion 5, Chapter 229 of the Public Laws of 1937. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen and town treasurer to hire such money as 1s 
needed in anticipation of 1942 taxes. 


Art. 29. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,172.00 to patrol the third class 
road from Maplewood to North Parsonsfield Cemetery. 


Art. 30. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the removal of snow from the 
highways for: the year 1942-43. 


Art. 31. To see if the town will vote to raise the salary 
of town treasurer. 


Art. 32. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to aid Parsonsfield Seminary for 
teachers’ salaries. 


Art. 33. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to take all money available for maintenance 
account of third. class road to apply tar. 


Art. 34. To see what sum of money the town will vote’ 
to raise and appropriate to pay outstanding notes. 
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Art. 35. To see if the town will vote to authorize its 
superintending school committee to contract with and 
pay the Trustees of Parsonsfield Seminary, situated in 
said Parsonsfield, for the tuition of its scholars qualified 
to attend such school in accordance with Chapter 19, Sec- 
tion 84, Revised Statutes. 


Art. 36. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $300.00 to aid in the control of white 
pine blister rust. Any amount raised by the town to be 
supplemented by State and Federal funds. 


Art. 37. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for advertising our natural re- 
sources, advantages and attractions, under the provisions 
of Chapter 5, Section 82, of the Revised Statutes of 1930, 
said sum to be expended under the direction of the State 
of Maine Publicity Bureau. 


Art. 38. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the cutting of bushes on 
town ways. 


Art. 39. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $500.00 for mothers’ aid. 


Art. 40. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money and what sum for the purchase 
of forest fire fighting equipment. 


Art. 41. To see if the town will vote to buy a sand 
spreader or spreaders and to raise and appropriate a sum 
of money for the same. 


Art. 42. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen on behalf of the town to sell and dispose of any 
real estate acquired by the town for non-payment of 
taxes, on such terms as they may deem advisable and to 
execute quitclaim deeds for the same. 
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Art. 43. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money and what sum for the removal 
of brown-tail moth webs. 


Art. 44. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,314.91 to pay the town’s propor- 
tional part of the expense of repairing the traveled sur- 
face of Porter Covered Bridge. 


Art. 45. To see if the town will vote to sell the town 
farm timber. 


Art. 46. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum 
of money and what sum to aid in Civilian Defense.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSING, 1941 


During the year visits were made by the State Bureau of 
Health Nursing Service to prospective mothers to assist them 
in carrying out their physicians’ orders and in planning for 
delivery, or if not yet under medical supervision to urge them 
to secure it. 


Visits were made to infants under one year of age to urge 
the mother to keep the child under medical supervision, to 
stress immunization and the importance of the prevention of 
communicable diseases, and, if necessary, to assist the mother 
to plan a daily regime for the baby. 


Visits were made to preschool children to urge immuni- 
zation and vaccination if not already done, to urge correction 
of any physical defects and to help the mother provide a 
happy, serene environment for the child. 


A Child Health Conference was held in July in conjunc- 
tion with the Farm Bureau. Through the efforts of the local 
group, who assisted, this conference was well attended. 
Follow-up visits were made to assist the mothers in carrying 
out the physicians’ recommendations. The community is very 
interested in health work. An adequate program for health 
will only be possible with the aid of a voluntary committee 
from the townspeople. It is hoped to have one functioning 
actively during the coming year.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Parsonsfield : 


The following is the financial report of your schools for 
the year just closed. 

Five schools were maintained since the beginning of the 
school year. The Elliott School was discontinued for one year 
by petition from the majority of the parents in that locality. 
The children were sent to the Blazo School. This resulted in 
a material saving to the town with no hardship to the children. 

The remaining schools were in charge of the same teachers 
who have taught them for several years, with the exception 
of the Blazo and East Parsonsfield Schools. The Blazo 
School has been taught by Mrs. Maurice Palmer, while the 
school at East is in charge of Mrs. Clarence Smith since the © 
resignation of Mrs. Williams, who resigned early in the year. 
All teachers are well trained and have done very good work. 

Very little repair work was done during the year, owing to 
the difficulty of obtaining workmen. The Doe School is badly 
in need of a new roof, while the Blazo needs a coat of paint 
and other repairs. These buildings should be taken care of 
the coming year. 

The next few years are to be difficult ones for your schools 
because of the conditions prevailing throughout the country. 
There is a distinct shortage of teachers, mainly because there 
is a great number taking the places of our young men who 
are in Defense work. This, together with the fact that there 
is also a shortage of all school supplies, an increase in the 
costs of board and the extreme difficulty in obtaining tires, 
will increase the expenditures for the schools. 

At this time, I wish to express my appreciation to all for 
their loyal support and cooperation.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Parsonsfield: 


I hereby submit my annual report as public health nurse 
for the year beginning January 1, 1941, and ending Decem- 
ber 3 1941, 

Through the codperation of the local clubs tuberculosis 
posters and pamphlets were distributed throughout the town 
as a part of the Early Diagnosis Campaign held yearly dur- 
ing the month of April. A slogan contest was conducted in 
High Schools throughout the State, and the third prize was 
won by a York County girl, Miss Kathleen Willette of Traip 
Academy, Kittery. The prize winning slogan chosen by the 
Maine Public Health Association was “Check Up on Tb. 
Before It Checks In on You.” | 

Considerable time was spent in July locating a pre-school 
child whose parents were willing that she spend the summer 
with a local family. One was found in another town, the 
mother and child taken to interview this family, and satis- 
factory arrangements made. The child was left in this home 
and later calls made to bring her clothing. 

It was a pleasure in October to accept the invitation of 
Mrs. Edith Smith, teacher at the South Parsonsfield School, 
to speak to a large 4-H Club group on the subject of equip- 
ment necessary for First Aid kits and home medicine 
cabinets. 

During the year and following the health inspections at the 
schools, visits were made to the homes of numerous school 
children. Some were made because of children ill in their 
homes at the time of inspection, some at the request of teach- 
ers, and others because of defects found at health inspection. 
Efforts were made to aid the parents in securing the correc- 
tions needed. 

Six in the Milliken School received Seven Point Pins and 
Certificates, five in the East Parsonsfield, and twelve in the 
South Parsonsfield received the award. The South Parsons- 
field School received a 100% Dental Certificate, a Blue Star 
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for their Certificate of Achievement, and was also a Blue 
Ribbon School. The East Parsonsfield School received a 
Silver Star for their Certificate of Achievement.
